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FOREWORD 


The  President's  Committee  on  Employment  of  the  Physically 
Handicapped  views  this  bibliography  as  one  of  the  vital  projects  in 
the  President's  program  for  promoting  the  employment  of  the  phys- 
ically handicapped.  The  Committee  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  Li- 
brary of  Congress  for  joint  participation  in  the  project  and  in  particu- 
lar to  Miss  Joan  A.  Donnelly,  who  did  the  actual  compiling. 

From  information  received  from  37  States  and  Territories,  we  know 
that  the  greatest  problem  that  still  must  be  overcome  is  the  tremen- 
dous amount  of  misinformation  and  lack  of  information  among  em- 
ployers and  the  public  regarding  the  employability  of  the  handi- 
capped, and  their  ability  to  perform  on  the  job  to  the  complete 
satisfaction  of  the  employer  and  without  penalty. 

Since  the  end  of  World  War  II,  millions  of  words  have  been  written 
to  clear  up  this  lack  of  information  and  to  correct  misunderstandings 
about  such  things  as  workmen's  compensation,  safety,  productivity, 
attendance,  and  turnover  of  the  handicapped.  Some  of  these  w^ere 
aimed  at  arousing  the  interest  of  the  public ;  others  have  been  written 
to  advise  employers,  doctors,  employment  and  rehabilitation  repre- 
sentatives, and  a  great  many  groups  and  individuals  with  a  special 
interest  in  the  problem. 

By  1950,  the  volume  of  this  literature  had  reached  such  proportions 
that  the  President's  Committee  saw  the  need  for  a  printed  bibliog- 
raphy for  the  use  of  students,  writers,  agency  people,  and  leaders  in 
industry,  business,  and  labor.  Such  a  bibliography  was  printed  and 
a  year  or  two  later  was  revised  and  reissued. 

By  1956,  supplies  were  exhausted  and  the  text  was  too  out  of  date 
for  reprinting.  In  the  summer  of  1956,  the  Library  of  Congress  and 
the  President's  Committee  undertook  the  joint  preparation  of  this 
bibliography.  In  compiling  the  material,  all  concerned  have  kept 
in  mind  that  State  Chairmen  of  Governors'  Committees  and  other 
groups  require  an  up-to-date  bibliography  so  prepared  that  they  can 
select  and  mimeograph  pertinent  listings  into  smaller  bibliographies 
suitable  for  special  projects  or  as  reading  lists  for  essay  contestants. 

We  know  that  only  information  and  education  wall  speed  the  day 
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when  the  handicapped  are  accepted  everywhere  for  their  abilities. 
This,  then,  is  the  mission  of  this  bibliography,  prepared  for  general 
usefulness  and  local  adaptation — not  exhaustive  documentation.

PREFACE 


This  compilation  is  a  revision  of  Emfloying  the  PhydcaJly  Handi- 
capped^ by  Helen  M.  Steele  and  Lola  A.  Wyckoff  Stephens  (Wash- 
ington, U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office,  1953) .  The  material  covers 
the  period  from  1950  to  date,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  earlier  works 
which  were  judged  to  be  of  sufficient  value  for  inclusion.  Except  for 
publications  of  the  International  Labor  Office,  International  Social 
Security  Association,  International  Society  for  the  Welfare  of 
Cripples,  and  the  United  Nations,  the  material  was  issued  in  the 
United  States.   All  titles  are  in  English. 

Publications  dealing  solely  with  the  medical  aspects  of  rehabilita- 
tion, psychology  of  disability,  mental  handicaps,  aging,  disabled 
children,  and  disability  insurance  (as  distinguished  from  workmen's 
compensation  and  old-age  and  survivors  insurance)  have  been  ex- 
cluded. The  section  on  biographies  is  limited  to  recent,  nonfiction 
books  since  personal  stories  by  and  about  the  handicapped  are  nu- 
merous. The  list  of  agencies  and  organizations  includes  periodicals. 
It  was  not  always  possible  to  find  complete  bibliographical  informa- 
tion for  films.  Therefore,  the  list  of  films  is  limited  to  those  about 
which  all  information  except  date  of  issuance  or  color  of  film  could 
be  found.
